Congregation Sha’ar Zahav is proud to 
announce that Sharon Bernstein has be- 
come our new part-time cantor. Cantor 
Bernstein, who grew up in Palo Alto, 
graduated from the H.L. Miller Cantor- 
ial School at the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary in 2003. She served as cantor at 
several LA congregations before going to 
the seminary, and has since served at 
Congregation Beth Sholom in San Fran- 
cisco. As part of her application for the 
position at Sha’ar Zahav, she became an 
accredited member of the Reform Move- 
ment’s American Conference of Cantors. 


JGF: Most people who are into music 
don’t become cantors. What persuaded 
you to become a cantor? 

| fell into it. The seed was probably 
planted when | was quite young, sitting 
in junior congregation, and realizing that 
concentrating on the music made 


the time go faster. In college, 
where | studied classical mu- 
sic (voice and piano), | got 
involved in the local start-up 
Conservative congregation, 
which was so small that 
we only had a rabbi once 
a month, so we all pitched 
in on the davening. After 
graduating, the rabbi at Ari- 
zona State’s Hillel asked me 
if | would daven High Holi- 
days for them, which | did 
for two years, and then start- 
ed serving as the part-time 
cantor year-round for a 
couple of congregations in LA 
while also working full-time 
as the international sales 
manager for a music pub- 
lishing company. 

Four of those years in L.A., 
| was working with Rabbi J.B. 
Sacks-Rosen, with whom 
| was able to explore the 
absolute raw joy and enthu- 
siasm of davening, of inclsiveness in the 
liturgy, of kavod for everybody and 
everything, and of creative programming 
on the bimah. And, as the first gay rab- 
bi to openly seek (and obtain) a pulpit in 
the Conservative movement, he taught 
me much about courage, and the issues, 
struggles, and joys within the Jewish 
GLBT community, things which have re- 
mained close to me, and with me, since. 

| decided to go to cantorial school 
to know more about what | was doing 
as a cantor. | felt limited to the specific 
resources in front of me. Musically, | 
wanted to improvise more. | also had 
been very influenced by a musician 
at Klez camp who was performing 
music as intercultural/interfaith work— 
| thought becoming a cantor would 
enable me to work towards making the 
world a better place.

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Why You Should Plan to 
Attend the URJ Biennial

Congregation Sha’ar Zahav is not just a groundbreaking pro- 
gressive queer synagogue with spiritually-moving egalitar- 
ian services, although we are all of those things. We are also 
an active and proud member of the Union for Reform Ju- 
daism, the congregational arm of the Reform movement in 
North America. During our several decades of affiliation with 
the Reform movement, Sha’ar Zahav has inspired growth 
and change within the movement, even as we have gained 
strength from the URJ in our own development. 

Of the three major Jewish movements, the Reform move- 
ment is the most fully inclusive of LGBT people in Jewish 
life. As early as 1977, the movement's rabbinical organiza- 
tion, the Central Conference of American Rabbis passed a 
resolution calling for the decriminalization of homosexual 
acts and an end to discrimination against gays and lesbians 
and in 1990 the CCAR approved the ordination of openly 
queer rabbis. At the 1987 Biennial, the URJ (then known 
as the UAHC) affirmed its commitment to welcoming and 
including LGBT Jews in all aspects of communal life within 
the movement. At subsequent Biennials, beginning in 1993, 
the URJ passed a series of resolutions in support of civil and 
religious recognition of same sex unions. 

These and other developments within the Reform move- 
ment, including the rewording of previously homophobic 
Torah commentary and creating an egalitarian liturgy—both 
acts which were, not so long ago, radical notions—are in no 
small part due to the influence of Congregation Sha’ar Zahav 
and its current and past rabbis and members who have taken 
a proactive role in educating and directing change in the Re- 
form Movement. 

However, our affiliation with the URJ has resulted in so 
much more than creating opportunities to influence change 
in mainstream Judaism. As an involved member of the URJ, 
Sha’ar Zahav has been able to access resources to help us de-

JGF: | didn’t realize that this social 
justice element was so strong in your 
work. 
It isn’t, but it’s part of what brought me 
into cantorial work. | had to rethink 
everything when | went to an inter- 
faith/intercultural retreat in Jerusalem. 
| tried to teach the simplest nig- 
gun/melody | knew, but while people 
from other backgrounds loved it, they 
couldn’t easily learn it. It wasn’t the 
communal bridging experience that | 
had expected. | realized then that music 
is as Culturally-based as everything else, 
that the element of predictability that 
makes music accessible to us depends 
on the sounds, melodies, and rhythms 
we've been exposed to in our lives. 
What is easy for me may not be easy 
for someone from a different culture. 

| also realized that when people don’t 
have enough food to eat, singing mel- 
odies is not what they need most. | still 
have a strong pull towards social jus- 
tice, but | feel | need to figure out how it 
will be incorporated into my work. 


JGF: That is an interesting comment 
about how music that is unfamiliar is 
hard to learn. For converts and those 
without a strong Jewish upbringing, 
mastering Hebrew prayers can be dif- 
ficult. 

| don’t think anyone can master the 
prayers. | want to keep struggling with 
them. Once you have them mastered, 
what do you do with them? 

Prayer does serve as a connection 
with the past, but it also impels us to 
search for the connection between what 
is happening inside ourselves, in the 
world around us, and on that page. 


JGF: You certainly don’t seem satisfied 
with only singing what is familiar. Most 
people don’t usually think of Italian 
and Yiddish in the same thought, but 
you are interested in both. 
| fell in love with Yiddish through the 
songs, which are so full of life, stories, 
beautiful poetry, messages that are im- 
portant to me and that | want to transmit. 
| first fell in love with Italian when | 
was starting singing opera (La Boheme, 
when | was 12). Later, when | was 
doing international sales, | had cus- 


tomers in Italy, so | took the opportu- 
nity to learn Italian. Some years later, | 
met my husband, who is Italian and a 
scholar of Italian-Jewish music. So 
that’s where the Italian and Jewish part 
came together. Italian-Jewish culture is 
amazing—an extraordinary body of 
liturgy, ritual, and customs. 


JGF: Is it Ashkenazic?Sephardic? Dif- 
ferent? 

Yes. Italy is a melting pot. Some Jews 
came to Italy before the Common Era. 
Others came after the expulsion from 
Spain. More came down from northern 
Europe. There was even a small group 
that followed a ritual developed in 
southern France. 


JGF: You must enjoy that kind of 
mixing— 

| took advantage of the years | lived in 
Jerusalem to spend time at the Fonote- 
ca, the National Sound Archives, where 
they have been methodically recording 
every aliyah, every group that comes to 
Israel, before the musical traditions be- 
came assimilated, watered down. You 
can listen to everything there. 


JGF: Some people will say, “but I like 
the familiar melodies because they are 
comforting.” 

| understand that. Some prayers are 
melody magnets, like “Adon Olam” or 
“Ucha Dodi.” | think people tend to be 
more open to different melodies for 
those. People are attached to particu- 
lar melodies for other prayers, like the 
High Holy Day prayers, and don’t like to 
change. One thing | like to do is find 
prayers for which a melody doesn’t ex- 
ist at the congregation, and/or people 
don’t have a melody they like—that’s 
where | can introduce people to some- 
thing new. 


JGF: Like our Ladino Ein Keloheinu 
melody. 
Yes, | heard that and was so excited. 


JGF: You also write music. 

It started back when | was living in Los 
Angeles and looking for a “Hashkiveinu” 
that was less formal than | felt the text to 
warrant. The prayer feels more like a 
lullaby to me, so | wrote music to fit that 
feeling. Since then | have occasionally 
had openings where music comes in. 


JGF: That fits into CSZ because many 
of our congregants write new prayers. 
That’s one of the things I’m very excited 
about in the congregation. | love liturgy, 
and innovative liturgy, and have been 
particularly wanting to work on women’s 
liturgy, finding out what has been done 
with that in the Reform Movement and 
at Sha’ar Zahav, and helping to bring 
both traditional and modern women’s 
voices to the siddur. 

Sha’ar Zahav is very participatory 
and many people are still wondering 
what It will be like to have a cantor on 
the bimah. What will be your cantorial 
role in a participatory shul? 

I've always been drawn to highly par- 
ticipatory congregations. | see my role 
as much as a facilitator and mentor as 
a prayer leader. | am interested in help- 
ing other people lead. How that hap- 
pens is going to need to develop over 
time, as we see what works. 

Through this whole process, I’ve 
found myself very moved by the com- 
munity as a whole and the individuals 
I’ve met. It’s a very inspiring and in- 
spired group of people. 

Coming here feels to me like enter- 
ing a sandbox. We are all going to get 
together and see what we can build and 
what we can play with. | think it’s going 
to be lots of fun—and very beautiful.

Study with Jay Michaelson 

Jay Michaelson (www.metatronics.net) 
is the chief editor of Zeek: A Jewish Journal 
of Thought and Culture (www.zeek.net), 
the director of Nehirim: GLBT Jewish Cul- 
ture and Spirituality (www.nehirim.org), 
and a columnist for the Forward. An ac- 
tive member of New York’s “Pride in the 
Pulpit” project and a contributing editor 
of the White Crane Journal, Jay writes 
and teaches frequently on issues of sexu- 
ality and religion. His most recent books 
are God in Your Body: Kabbalah, Mind- 
fulness, and Embodied Spiritual Practice 
(Jewish Lights, 2006) and Another Word 
for Sky: Poems (Lethe Press, 2007). 


Jay’s topic will be The Significance of 
Sex: Social Order and Post-Mythic 
Religion.

In 
this workshop we'll explore how debates 
about sexuality are actually debates 
about levels and modes of religion, and 
why changing attitudes about homo- 
sexuality may be a deeper question than 
we think.
